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Arif Billah Hazrat Moulana Shah Hakim Mohammad Akhtar 
(Rahimahullah) was probably one of the most influential Muslim 
Sufi Shaikhs of the current times. Hazrat's real name was 
Mohammad Akhtar but he was more popularly known as Hakim 
Akhtar because of a degree Hazrat held in Hikmat (Eastern 
Medicine), although Hazrat never reportedly operated a full time 
Matab (Clinic) as a profession. Born in 1928 in the (then) 
undivided India, Hazrat was raised learning regular school and 
studied Tib' (Oriental Medicine) at A.K. Tibiyya College, 
Allahabad. Hazrat Shah Hakim Muhammad Akhtar's 
inclination towards the Creator, the Almighty Allah (swt) began 
before he even reached puberty. He dedicated his life from before 
teens in the service of those pious servants of Allah (swt) whom 
the world today refers as Ahllullah (saints). He had a natural 
inclination towards Islamic Sufism and Masnavi of Maulana Jalal 
al-Din Muhammad Rumi. From the tender age of 12, he began 
attending discourses of renowned scholars of the time. Having a 
strong affiliation towards the Deobandi tradition of Islamic 
scholars and recognizing the importance of Tariqah in his youth, 
he traversed the path under the guidance of Maulana Shah 
Mohammad Ahmed Partab Garhi (Rahimahullah), Maulana Shah 
Abdul Ghani Phoolpoori (Rahimahullah) and later with Maulana 
Shah Abrarul Haq (Rahimahullah). At the age of 1 5, he took bay'at 
(pledge) to the great Waii (saint) of his time, Shaykh Shah 
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Muhammad Ahmed (RA) and spent three years continuously in 
his lofty company. And then Hazrat spent his 17 youthful years 
with Maulana Shah Abdul Ghani Phoolpuri (Rahimahullah), his 
spiritual mentor(Sheikh), in a small Indian town of Azam Gardh. 
Maulana Shah Abdul Ghani was the principal of Darul Uloom 
Deoband for a number of years. Hazrat completed his formal 
religious education during his stay with his Shah Abdul Ghani 
(Rahimahullah). It was under the tutelage of Shaikh Phoolpuri for 
seventeen years that Hazrat mastered the scholarly work of 
Mathnawi by Shaikh Rumi. After the death of Shah Abdula Ghani 
(Rahimahullah) he took bay't (pledge) with Maulana Shah Abrarul 
Haq (Rahimahullah) and was authorized by his second mentor in 
Silsila e Ashrafia: Chistiyah, Naqshbandiyah, Qadiriyah and 
Suharwardiyah. 

Hazrat Moulana Hakim Muhammad Akhtar Saheb 
(Rahimahullah) was a glittering star amongst the "Walis" of Allah. 
Hazrat Moulana's heart brimmed with the LOVE of Allah Ta' ala 
and His beloved Rasool Sayyedena Muhammad Salallaho Alihe 
Wasallam. Readers of Hazrat Moulana Hakim Muhammad Akhtar 
Saheb's (Rahimahullah) writings and listeners of his speeches 
are in reality drinking from the three fountains of knowledge and 
sincere LOVE for Allah Ta' ala and His beloved Rasool 
Sayyedena Muhammad Salallaho Alihe Wasallam. These three 
great spiritual fountains are Hazrat Moulana Shah Abdul Ghani 
Saheb (Rahimahullah), Hazrat Moulana Shah Muhammad 
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Ahmed Saheb (Rahimahullah) and Hazrat Moulana Shah Abrarul 
Haq Saheb (Rahimahullah) of India, in whose company Hazrat 
spent many years of his life and received 'khilafat' from them. 

Hazrat Mawlana Hakim Muhammad Akhtar Saheb 
(Rahimahullah) was the author of a large number of books on 
various subjects, but specialising in Tasawwuf and the 
"Maarefat" recognition of Allah Ta' ala. His commentary of the 
'Masnawi Shareef of Moulana Rumi Saheb (Rahimahullah) has 
been hailed by great Ulama such as Moulana Yusuf Binori Saheb 
(Rahimahullah), Shaikh Zakaria Saheb (Rahimahullah) , 
Moulana Manzoor Nomani Saheb (Rahimahullah) and Moulana 
Shah Abrarul Haq Rahimahullah (his own Shaikh), as a 
commentary which ignites the love of Allah Ta' ala and which has 
deep effect on the hearts of the readers. He had thousands of 
'Mureeds' (disciples) in Pakistan, India, Bangladesh, America, 
England, Canada, South Africa, Reunion and many other parts of 
the world. The spiritual benefit which is derived by those who 
spent some time in his company , sincerely desiring reformation, 
is clearly evident in their transformed lifestyles. The fact that great 
Ulama and many Ustaads of Hadith and Tafsir, who are 
themselves of a high spiritual rank, became "Bay 'at" upon his 
hands, is a clear indication of his esteemed rank and profound 
knowledge of Deen. 

Hazrat Moulana Hakim Muhammad Akhtar Saheb's 
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(Rahimahullah) visited many countries of the world and spiritually 
rejuvenated to both the young and the old, who flocked in large 
numbers to hear his inspiring talks on various subjects. The basic 
theme of his talks had always been the development of the love of 
the Creator and Sustainer, Almighty Allah, in the hearts, the 
following of the beautiful lifestyle of Rasulullah Sayyedena 
Muhammad Salallaho Alihe Wasallam, the fulfilment of the rights 
of Allah Ta' ala and His Creation and abstinence from all sins, 
which is a guaranteed prescription of becoming a "Wali" of Allah 
Ta' ala. Hazrat's discourses permeate the listener's heart with 
Allah's love, Greatness and hope of salvation. Every word he 
uttered brings one closer to the Creator, Almighty Allah (swt). His 
company impressed upon those around him to converge their 
mental as well as physical 'being' into living a life to the Creator's 
criterion. His discourses know no language, color or age barriers 
and even those alien of Urdu benefit. During Ramadan 1419 
(1998/1999) a European from Belgium, who could not speak not 
understand Urdu, spent Ramadan with Hazrat e Wala. He was 
occasionally seen mesmerized by his discourses and tears rolled 
down his cheeks. When someone asked him what was that kept 
him with Hazrat wala's company? He replied, "Shaikh's words 
touch my heart and my eyes involuntarily weep, thinking of Allah's 
Greatness". It is because of Hazrat Wala's great appreciation and 
understanding of Allah's qualities that his Shaikh awarded him the 
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title of Aarif Billah (One who has become acquainted with Allah's 
qualities). 

In his discourses and writings he explored profound topics 
relevant to the ummah (community) at present time. .His 
understanding and explanation of man's spiritual relationship with 
Allah (swt), the prevalent spiritual and physical maladies and its 
rectification are topics taken up by other Ulemas (scholars of 
Islam) throughout the world. Many People did tawbah in his 
majalis and made full intention to leave all sins, and Hazratwala 
db spread deen with LOVE , which is very similar to Hazrat Haji 
Imdadullah Mahajir Makki R.A 

On Sunday 23rd Rajab (2nd June,2013) evening 740pm,

THE BATTLE OF YAM AMAH 

THIRD WEEK OF DECEMBER 632 

(THE BEGINNING OF SHAWWAL II HIJRI) 

Soon after the beloved Prophet (SallAllahu alayhi wasallam) 
passed away many imposters appeared throughout the Arabian 
Peninsula claiming to be prophets, but the vilest of them all was 
Musalima Kazzabthe liar whose base was located in Yamamah. 
At that time Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RaziAllahu anhu) was the 
caliph and wanted to send his finest general Hazrat Khalid bin 
Waleed (RaziAllahu anhu) but he was needed elsewhere. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RaziAllahu anhu) fully knew the capabilities of 
Musalima and decidedto send Hazrat Ikramah (RaziAllahu anhu) 
to Yamamah. Hazrat Ikramah (RaziAllahu anhu) was told to only 
make contact with Musalima's army and not to engage in battle. 
His intentions were to bottle up Musalima in Yamamah (So he 
wouldn't leave) and to have Hazrat Ikramah (RaziAllahu anhu) 
wait until Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed (RaziAllahu anhu) got there. 
But Hazrat Ikramah (RaziAllahu anhu) became impatient and 
launched an attack on Musalima before Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed 
(RaziAllahu anhu) got there. Hazrat Ikramah (RaziAllahu anhu) 
was defeated badly and after that so did Hazrat Sharjeel bin 
Hasanah (RaziAllahu anhu). Then in one cold morning the 
Muslim army formed ranks and attacked the infidel army. It was 
1300 against 41000 when the Muslim army crashed into the 
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enemy. The disbelieving army was stubborn and as firm as rock. 
No matter what happened and how much causality was suffered 
they stood firm in their ranks. Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed 
(RaziAllahu anhu) was killing anyone who came in his way, but to 
no avail, the enemy wasn't breaking ranks. Musalima knew that if 
he remained in the defensive longer his army would have more 
casualties and the mujahedeen could break through. So he 
ordered an all-out attack. The infidels smashed into the Muslims 
like a tidal wave. Much to the mujahedeen's horror they were 
being pushed back. They fought back in an effort to stop the 
charge but the army rolled past even though they paid heavily for 
every inch. The infidels got so far, some of them even reached the 
tent of Hazrat Khalid's (RaziAllahu anhu) wife and would have 
killed her if not for a guard. Seeing the chaos, Hazrat Khalid bin 
Waleed (RaziAllahu anhu) came up with a plan. He separated The 
Muhajereen and The Ansaar and kept different tribes apart. So 
now every tribe was by the enemy, so now they fought not only for 
ALLAH but for also honor of the tribe. Hazrat Khalid (RaziAllahu 
anhu) put Hazrat Abu Huzaifa (RaziAllahu anhu) in charge of the 
leftwingand Hazrat Zaid (RaziAllahu anhu) on the right. Then with 
cries of "ALLAH HU AKBARN!" they charged once again. This 
time the combat was evenly matched. It was wing against wing 
center against center. The enemy held their ground and Hazrat 
Khalid bin Waleed dived into the thickest part of the fighting. All 
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along the front line the warriors were engaged in mortal combat 
and the earth turned blood red. The atmosphere was filled with 
dust and the screams of men. HazratThabit bin Qais (RaziAllahu 
anhu) wrapped himself in a burial shroud and dug a ground in the 
earth and stayed there until he got shahadat. Hazrat Zaid bin 
Khattab(RaziAllahu anhu) declared "O Muslims, grit your teeth, 
beat your enemy, endure, go ahead! O men, by ALLAH, I shall not 
say a word after this until either Musalima is defeated or I meet 
death!" With this he charged at the enemy and fought until he got 
shahadat. Musali ma's men were hard put to hold their ground, but 
hold they did. The enemy fell in hundreds but the Muslim 
casualties also began to mount. Then all of the sudden 
Musalima's army retreated. Finally their ranks had been broken 
and then the infidels turned tail and ran. The Muslim Army chased 
the kuffar across the plains of Aqraba striking down the stragglers. 
Then they came upon a huge walled garden. The enemy had 
already reached there and was showering spears and arrows 
upon the mujahedeen. The Muslims had to think of an idea, and 
fast. Then a wiry sahabi named Hazrat Al Barra ibn Al 
Malik(RaziAllahu anhu) came forward and told his comrades to 
hoist him on a shield and throw him over the wall. The Sahaba 
didn't like the idea but Hazrat Al Barra (RaziAllahu anhu) insisted 
and they agreed. So they hoisted him on a shield, and with their 
spears lifted him up and launched him over the wall. When he 
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came down Hazrat Al Barra (RaziAllahu anhu) killed ten men, ran to 
the gate and opened it. Then the mujahedeen poured in to attack the 
enemy. The kuffar put up a fight but not that much. There was so much 
bloodshed that the garden was later called The Garden of Death. 
Musalima fought like a cornered animal (as the saying goes "A 
cornered animal will always fight"). But when he saw a sure defeat and 
the mujahedeen getting ever so closer he decided to try and escape 
by climbing over the gates and running away. There was one 
converted Muslim named Hazrat Wehshi (RaziAllahu anhu) who was 
fighting at the time. He saw Musalima trying to escape and threw his 
javelin at him. Then HazratAbu Dujanah (RaziAllahu anhu) came and 
cut Musalima's evil head and was about to announce the good news 
but he was struck down by a kafir. Then the kuffar saw Musalima's 
dead body. Then a cry went up "MUSALIMA IS DEAD!" "MUSALIMA 
IS DEAD!" After the news broke out that their leader was dead the 
kuffaar lost courage and soon gave up. Later they found out that in 
these battles against the imposters 1200Sahaba (RaziAllahu anhum 
ajmaeen) had attained shahadah and that of them 700 were hafiz of 
Quran (HazratAbu Bakr(RaziAllahu anhu) later compiled the whole 
Quran forthis reason). But meanwhile in Yamamah 2100 kuffaar had 
been killed and more importantly, a battle had been won. Hazrat Al- 
Barra (RaziAllahu anhu) had been grievously wounded and Hazrat 
Khalid bin Waieed (RaziAllahu anhu) cared for him personally.

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Biography of Shaykh-ul-Hadeeth, 

Maulana Muhammad Zakariya Kandhalwi (Rahimahullah) 

(PART-1)

In the last century, India has undoubtedly become an 
important center for the study of hadith, and the scholars of India 
have become well-known for their passion for religious 
knowledge. Upon them ended the era of leadership in 
teaching hadiths, codification of the special fields (funun)of 
hadith, and commentary upon its texts (mutun). Such was their 
mastery of this science that Muhammad Rashid Rida mentions in 
the introduction of his book Miftah Kunuz al-Sunnah, "Were it not 
for the superb attention to detail in the science of hadith displayed 
by our brothers, the scholars of India in the present era, this 
science would have withered away in the eastern cities. And, 
indeed, mastery of this science has been waning in Egypt and 
Syria since the tenth century AH." There is no doubt that Shaykh 
Muhammad Zakariyya was among the most distinguished hadith 
scholars of India and a great contributor in the service of the 
Sunnah. He was given the honorary title of Shaykh al-Hadith, or 
"Great Scholar of Hadith," by his teacher, Shaykh Khalil Ahmad 
Saharanpuri, who recognized his deep insight, clear- 
sightedness, and extensive knowledge of hadith and related 
sciences. 
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Lineage and Upbringing 

He was born in the village of Kandhla (in Uttar Pradesh, India) on 
Ramadan 10, 1315 AH (February 12, 1898 CE). His full name was 
Muhammad Zakariyya ibn Muhammad Yahya ibn Muhammad Ismail, 
and his lineage continues all the way back to Abu Bakr, the great 

Companion of the Messenger (SallAllahu alaihiWasallam). 

Shaykh Abu al-Hasan Nadwi said about him, "Shaykh 

Muhammad Zakariyya was born into a household rooted in 
knowledge and passion for Islam. His immediate family and his 
predecessors were distinguished by firm resolve, perseverance, 

steadfastness, and adherence to religion.... Hisfamily included many 
notable scholars. . . and his grandmother memorized the entire Qur'an 

while nursing her son (Shaykh Zakariyya's father). " 

His father, Shaykh Muhammad Yahya, was among the great 
scholars of India, whose primary teacher in hadith was Shaykh Rashid 
Ahmad Gangohi. Under him he studied Sahih al-Bukhari, Jami al- 
Tirmidhi, and others of the six famous authentic books of hadith(sihah 
sitta]. Shaykh Yahya went on to teach at Madrasa Mazahir Ulum, in the 
district of Saharanpur, but did not accept any payment for his services. 
He instead made his living through his own book-publishing business. 
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As a young boy, Shaykh Zakariyya moved with his father to the 
village of Gangoh, in the district of Saharanpur. Since his father and 
Shaykh Gangohi had a close relationship, Shaykh Zakariyya 

quicklyarnedthe affection of his father's teacher. 
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Growing up in this virtuous environment, he began learning 
how to read with Hakim Abd al-Rahman of Muzaffarnagar. He 
memorized the Qur'an with his father and also studied books in 
Persian and the introductory Arabic books with his uncle Shaykh 
Muhammad llyas (founder of the Tabligh movement). He stayed 
with his father in the company of Shaykh Gangohi until age eight, 
when the shaykh passed away. 

At the age of twelve, Shaykh Zakariyya traveled with his 
father to Mazahir Ulum, There, under his father; he advanced his 
study of Arabic, tackling many classical texts on Arabic 
morphology, grammar, literature and also logic. But by the time he 
was seventeen, hadith became the main focus of his life. He 
studied five of the six authentic books of hadith with his father, and 
then he studied Sahih al-Bukhari and Sunan al-Tirmidhi (for a 
second time) with honorable Shaykh Khalil Ahmad Saharanpuri. 
Out of his immense respect for hadith, Shaykh Zakariyya was 
extremely particular about always studying the hadith narrations 
withwudu'.

On Dhu 'l-Qa'da 10, 1334 AH, when Shaykh Zakariyya was 
just nineteen, his dear father passed away. This event was 
extremely traumatic for Shaykh Zakariyya, as he lost not only a 
father but also a teacher and mentor. His deep sorrow remained 
with him for the rest of his life. 
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Teachers 

Shaykh Zakariyya was blessed to live and learn in an era 
considered by many to be one of great achievements in Islamic 
knowledge by scholars in the Indian subcontinent. He studied with few 
but select teachers who reached the highest levels of learning, 
research, authorship, and piety. In addition to his father (Shaykh 
Muhammad Yahya) and uncle (Shaykh Muhammad llyas), he studied 
under the hadith scholar Khalil Ahmad Saharanpuri, author of the 
Badhl al-Majhud, a commentary of Sunan Abi Dawud. Shaykh 
Zakariyya acquired a hadith authorization from him and remained his 
student until Shaykh Khalil's death in Madinah Munawwara in 1346 
AH. 

Before his death, Shaykh Khalil Ahmad expressed his desire to 
write Badhl al-Majhud, and he sought Shaykh Zakariyya's assistance 
as his right-hand man. This experience revealed Shaykh Zakariyya's 
gift of penmanship and, furthermore, expanded his insight in the 
science of hadith. He worked hard on the project, attained the 
pleasure and trust of his shaykh, and was even mentioned by name in 
the commentary. This indeed opened the door to Shaykh Zakariyya's 
authoring many literary works andtreatisesoverthe course of his life. 
Teaching Career 

In Muharram 1335 AH he was appointed as a teacher at 
Madrasa Mazahir Ulum, where he was assigned to teach books on 
Arabic grammar, morphology, and literature, as well as a number of 
primary texts of Islamic jurisprudence. In 1341 AH he was assigned to 
teach three sections of Sahih al-Bukhari upon the insistence of 
Shaykh Khalil Ahmad. He also taught Mishkat al-Masabih until 
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1344 AH. Shaykh Abu al-Hasan Nadwi said, "Although he was one of 
the youngest teachers at the school, he was selected to teach works 
generally not assigned to those of his age, nor to anyone in the early 
stages of his teaching career. Nevertheless, he showed that he was 
not only able, butanexceptionalteacher." 

In 1345 AH he traveled to Madinah Munawwara, the city of 
Allah's Messenger, where he resided for one year. There he taught 
Sunan Abi DawudatMadrasaal-Ulum al-Shar'iyya. While in Madinah, 
he began working on Awjaz al-Masalik ila Muwatta Imam Malik, a 
commentary on Imam Malik's Muwatta. He was twenty-nine at the 
time. 

When he returned to India, he resumed teaching at Mazahir 
Ulum. He began teaching Sunan Abi Dawud, Sunan al-Nasai, the 
Muwatta of Imam Muhammad, and the second half of Sahih al- 
Bukhari. The school's principle taughtthefirst half of Sahih al-Bukhari, 
and after his death, Shaykh Zakariyya was given the honor of teaching 
the entire work. 

In all, he taught the first half of Sahih al-Bukhari twenty-five 
times, the complete Sahih al-Bukhari sixteen times, and Sunan Abi 
Dawud thirty times. He did notjustteach hadith as a matter of routine; 
the work of hadith had become his passion, and he put his heart and 
soul into it. Shaykh Zakariyya taught until 1388 AH, when he was 
forced to give up teaching after developing eye Cataracts. 
Travels to the Two Holy Cities 

Allah blessed him with the opportunity to visit the two holy cities 
of Makkah and Madinah. He performed hajj several times, and his 
multiple trips had a profound personal effect on him, both spiritually 
and educationally. He made the blessed journey with Shaykh Khalil 
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Ahmad in 1338 AH and with him again in 1344. It was during the 
second trip that Shaykh Khalil completed Badhl al-Majhud; he died 
shortly thereafter and was buried in the Baqf graveyard in Madinah. 
May Allah have mercy on himand putlightin hisgrave. 
Sincere Love for Allah and the Prophet 

Shaykh Muhammad Zakariyya inherited piety, honesty, and 
good character from his father (may Allah be pleased with him). He 
aspired to follow the Qur'an and Sunnah in all matters, big and small, 
with a passion notfound in many scholars. He had extreme love for the 
Prophet and the blessed city of Madinah. His students have related 
that whenever the death of the Messenger was mentioned during a 
lecture on Sunan Abi Dawud or Sahih al-Bukhari, his eyes would well 
up with tears, his voice would choke up, and he would be overcome 
with crying. So evocative were his tears that his students could do 
nothing butweepwith raised voices. 

He was often tested with regard to his sincerity. He was offered 
many teaching jobs at two or three times the salary that was 
customarily given at Mazahir 'Ulum, but he always graciously declined 
the offers. For most of his teaching career, Shaykh Zakariyya never 
accepted any money for his services at Mazahir 'Ulum; he did the work 
voluntarily, seeking Allah's pleasure. Although he did accept a small 
salary at the beginning of his career, he later totaled up the amount 
and paid it back in its entirety.

Shaykh Muhammad Zakariyya was married twice. He first 
married the daughter of Shaykh Ra'uf al-Hasan in Kandhla. She 
passed away on Dhu 'I-Hijja5 1355 AH. He then married the daughter 
of Shaykh Muhammad MyasKandhlawi in 1356 AH. Allah blessed him 
with five daughters and three sons from his first wife, and two 
daughters and one son from his second marriage.

Cumin powder 1 tsp 

All spice powder 1 tbsp 

Black cumin seed 1 / 2 tbsp 

Bay leaves 2 

Red chili powder 2 tbsp 

Cloves 2 tbsp 

Green cardamoms 2 tbsp 

Cinnamon sticks 2 tbsp 
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Tomatoes 5 - 6 (sliced) 

Ginger garlic paste 2 tbsp 

Freshchilies5-6 

Fresh coriander Vz bunch (chopped) 

Fresh mint V* bunch (chopped) 

Clarified butter or oil 1 /z cup 

Yellow food color 1 12 tsp (mixed in 2 tbsp milk) 

Salt to taste

Boil rice with salt and black cumin, cook till half done. 

Heat oil in a pan, and saute onions in it to golden brown color. 

Add in cloves, cinnamon, cardamom, and bay leaf in it. 

Mix well and add garlic ginger paste, followed by mince and 

saute. 

Add cumin powder, all spice powder, coriander powder, red 

chili powder, tomatoes and plums and allow cooking it on low 

flame. 

Put the cooked mince in a large pan and top it with green 

chillies and chopped coriander and mint. 

Spread rice over it, drizzle food color on top and cover tightly. 

Cook it on very low heat for 1 5 minutes.
